MULCHING TREES AND PLANTS, 


With a View to Retarding the Maturity of 
Fruits—Conclusions Drawn. 

It is the general opinion that a mulch 
or heavy cover placed upon the soil about 
plants when it is frozen will retard flow- 

ering and the maturing of fruit; yet the 
practice appears to be often unsatisfac- 
tory, and there are reasons for supposing 
that the philosophy of the subject is not 
commonly understood, With a view to 
settling the question, apple and other 
fruit trees, also small fruits,were mulch- 
ed last winter at the Cornell university 
station at Ithaca, Professor Bailey, after 
due investigation of results, arrived at 
these conclusions: \ 

First—The early bloom of fruit plants 


depends very largely upon the appropria-" 
tion-ef food stored in the twigs, and it is | 


more or less independent of root action, 
This is proved both by direct experiment 
and by study of the physiology of plants, 

Second—It must follow, then, that the 
temperature of the twig or” branch must 
be reduced if its vegetation is to be much 
retarded; or, in other words, the top of 
the plant, as well as the soil, must be 
mulched, and in practice this is possible 
only with strawberries and other very 
low plants or those which are laid down 
during winter. 

Third—There is danger of injuring 
plants by heavy mulch which is allowed 
to remain late in spring. If it is desired 


- to retard. flowers or fruit by mulching, 
-—¢he-practiceshould=not~be-violent;-and 


thé plants should be carefully watched, - 

Fourth—Many strawberry growers are 
able:to delay the ripening of fruit from 
two days to two weeks by mulching, but 
a week’s delay is usually about the limit 
of teat ee

Within the last few 
years, however, we have been getting 
from Japan_a-race of single and-semi- 
double Moutan peonies that for real 
beauty surpass any of the doubles. we 
used to get from China. They have 
large, flowing, plain or crimped satiny 
petals, and in color vary from pure 
“white, through pink, rose, purple and 
scarlet,’ to glistening crimson; and we 
have had them as much as 11 inches 
across.._.A pure white semidouble Japa- 
nese Moutan or tree peony measures eight 
inches across. 

In filling our garden with hardy flow- 
ers we:should strive to have a selection 
of the choicest subjects, thrifty,and gen- 
erous in their nature, like these, peonies, 
and Japan anemones, larkspur, phloxes, 
Koempfer’s irises, day lilies, Speciosum 
lilies and the like, and to cover the sea- 
son from the time of croguses in March 
and April till Maximilian’s sunflower in 
October. 


How to Make the Calla Bloom, 

The mistake more often made than 
any other in the management of the 
calla or Richardia is that of giving the 
plant too niuch root space. 

When a plant is given a larger pot 
than is necessary-for its roots, there is 
great danger-that: the soil will become 
sour, in which event neither calla nor 
any other plant will thrive. Even if one 
has the requisite skill to do the watering 
successfully, and the plant thrives onits 
“home acre,” its unarrested vigor will be 
against its doing much in the way of 
blooming. Keep the callas somewhat 
cramped at the root when they are 
grown for winter flowers. 

The calla is not particular as to soil, 


provided it is: rich, -The-most satisfac: 


tory is composed of good loam, four 
parts; rotted cow manure, free from saw- 
dust-or litter, three parts; sharp sand, 
one part. As for pots, a six or seven inch 
one will nocugemapdate a pretty large 
root stalk, 

Under this treatment the plants in a 
temperature of 60 degrees at night begin 
blooming in November, and contihue 
until the hot weather of the following 
season,

Gujens IN THE CONSTRUCTION oF 
VESSELS IN-300 YEARS, 


‘Evolution In the Popularity’ of the Sport: 
| The First International Race Was Be- 
, tween English and Dutch Vessols, 
Charles I! Among the Earliest Patrons. 


The-term “‘yacht” is derived from the 
‘Danish word ‘‘jaght,” meaning a chase; 
hence yachting is the chasing of one ves- 
sel after another, and accordingly yacht- 
‘ng and yacht racing are synonymous 
’xpressions. 

A yacht is and always has been essen- 


tially @ pleasure-craft, but’in” the early | 


days no yacht of any size existed. Thus 
we find a writer in 1706 referring toa 
yacht as ‘‘a small ship built for swiftness 
and pleasure rather than for merchan- 
dise or warlike service,” History does 
not tell us where, when or under what 
circumstances yachts were first built, 
but it is certain they are of ancient ori- 
gin and were: only owned by royal per- 
sons and great nobles, The latter fact 


receives corroboration from an ancient. 
but carefully compiled dictionary of sin- | 
gular words, where a yacht is described: 


as ‘a pleasure craft. of not..more-than 
100 tons for the king’s use.” 
4. The earliest mention of a yacht in this 
cor try was as far back as the Anglo- 


ceived from the king of Norway a pres- 
‘ent of a magnificent. state barge, rigged 
‘with purple sails and decorated with

far to show the primitive nature of our 
learly resources, that while foreigners 


\were able to build yachts their example 


-| was not followed in this country till 


1588, when the first English yacht was 
‘constructed at Cowes and ae is 
‘from that port. 

But while 1588 may be fixed as the 
commencement of ht building in 
England, it cannot ies 
{the next half century much progress was 
made with the newly acquired industry. 
Indeed, had it not been for Charles II, 
it is probable that the trade would not 
‘have been established for some time ‘to 
‘come. . King Charles, however, was very 
fond of sailing, and the Dutch East India 
‘company, with the view of gaining royal 
favor, presented him with a small sloop 
rigged vessel. The advent of the foreign 
jbuilt vessel evidently stimulated native 
talent, as we find Evelyn, in his diary of 


‘Oct. 1, 1661, writing, ‘I sailed this morn- 


ing -with his majesty in one of his yachts or 
pleasure boats, vessels not known among 
us till the Dutch. Bast India company 
\presented that curious piece to the king.” 
But the king was not only a yachtsman; 
he was also a designer, and drew the 
lines of the Jamie, a 25 tonner, built at 
Lambeth, and raced her against the Be- 
gan, a small Dutch built vessel belong- 
ing to the Duke of York. 

| The course was from Greenwich to 
Gravesend and back and the prize £100, 
which was won by the Bezan. As the 
ships were designed and constructed in 
different countries the race may fairly 
claim to have possessed an international 
‘character, while from the fact that the 
royal owners steered their own boats it 
was clearly an amateur match: Unfor- 
tunately with the death of Charles II 
came another lull in the history of yacht- 
ing, and it was not till early in the eight- 
eenth century that any real tevival took 
place. During this long interval, how- 
ever, yachting had gradually become a 
more .deniocratic amusement, and the 
sport of kings had descended to. the level 
of commoners. Cork harbor became a 
favorite yachting ground and during 
the summer months was crowded with 
diminutive pleasure vessels. Indeed, 80 
popular did the sport become that in 1720 
the Cork Harbor Water club was formed 
to encourage yacht racing. Theclub ul- 
timately developed into what is now the 
Royal Cork Yacht club, Here, then, we 
have the first authentic attempt at organ- 
ization in the yachting world: . 

| A few years later the sport came into 
favor in the south of England, and Mait- 
land, in his ‘History of London” (17389), 


refers to sailing as one of the amuse- - 


ments to be met with on the river 
Thames, while later still (1801) Strutt, 
in his well known work on ‘‘Sports and 
Pastimes,” mentions the existence of a 
society consisting of certain gentlemen 
who gave a_silver cup to be sailed for 
annually in the vicinity of London. To- 
ward the close of the eighteenth century 
Cowes became the favorite resort of 
yacht racing, but still the contending 
‘vessels were of small size, none being 
over’ 85 tons. It was not until the foun- 
dation of the yacht club, afterward the 
Royal Yacht club and now the world re- 
nowned Royal Yacht squadron, that 
yachting in this country may fairly be 
said.to. have established itself a8 a na- 


tional sport, and even then (1812) the |

He was born io 
Boston, May 12, 1819, fitted for college at 
Phillips Andover Academy in the class of 
1836, graduated at Yale in 1840, studied 
theology one year at New Haven, two 
years at Andover, and graduated at the 
Andover Seminary in 1845, 

For twenty years, 1845 to.1865, he was 
pastor of the Broadway Church, Nor- 
wich, Ot. ; from 1865 to 1868, of the New 
England Church, Chicago; from 1868 to 
1872, President’ of Knox College, Gales- 
burg, Ill.; from 1872 to 1878, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, Bingham- 
ton, N. ¥., and from Dee, 1878 to his 
death, Stone Professor of the Relations 
‘of Christianity to the ‘Secular Sciences, 
-being the first-incumbent.of.that. chair, 
From. 1861 to 1866 he was a member of 
the Corporation of Yale University. Iowa 
College conferred upon him the degree 
of Docter of Divinity, and the Iowa 
State University the degree of Doctor of 
Laws. 

In early boyhood he spent many. vaca- 
tions in the West Parish in Andover. 
His residence here while fitting for col- 
lege, and again as a theological student, 
and his connection with the Seminary as 
professor for over fifteen years, identified 
him with many local interests, For sev- 
eral years he lived on Chestnut street, 
but. for the last eleven.years be has, occu. 
pied the house on the Hill, so long the 
residence of the late Professor Leonard 
Woods, D.D., and snbsequently of Pro- 
fessors Barrows and Mead. 

Few men have been more interested in 
education than Dr. Gulliver. The Nor- 
wich Free Academy, one of the strongest 
and best schools of its class, owes its ex- 
istence, and much of its endowment and 
the breadth of its instruction, to his un- 
tiring advocacy and enthusiasm. As a 
triistee there and at Yale, as college Pres- 
dent and theological professor, by con- 
versations, correspondence, and public 
addresses, he did his utmost to shape 
policies, to create resources, and extend 
the’ influence of institutions in which he 


had become interested, and to further the 


great cause of which they Were a part. 
“There was a strong element of the re- 
formér in his temperament. The anti- 
slavery discussions in his Academy days 
kindled his whole soul, and in the more 
serious and momentous struggle which 
resulted in the Civil War and Emancipa- 
tion he took a prominent part, Governor 
Buckingham was a member of his church 
and-a warm friend. Without civil or 
military appointment he threw himself 
into. the great strite and used all his 
powers of argument and eloquence in the 
maintenance of national unity and: the 
triumph of liberty. , 


- Dr. Gulliver was'a voluminons writer; 


an_ indefatigable ' correspondent, His 
-eontributions to the periodical press were 
numerous and widely distributed. For 
many years he was a chief editorial con- 
tributor to the New York Independent, 
and he was dne of the founders and chief 
promoters of the Chicago Advance: The 
New Englander, the Bibltothida Sacra, 
the Andover Review, and very many 
other publications were the-,.means 
through which he reached the public ear. 
Heriry ©. Bowen, President Patton, Dr. 
Henry M. Dexter, Dr, Joseph P. Thomp- 
son, Dr. Richard SalterStorrs, and others 
like them, were the men with whom he 
worked to mold public opinion on almost 
every large question which occupied the 
public mind. 

No adequate notice of Dr. Gulliver can 
leave out of the account his special fond- 
ness for agriculture, for all the natural 
‘sciences, and for the domestic animals, 
Horses, cattle, house pets, horticulture 
in all its branches, flowers, were very dear 
to him, and afforded him hia chief recre- 
ation. Born in a city and much of his 
life a city resident, he developed a great 
love of the soil and of all the processes 
of nature. If he had not been a teacher, 
a preacher, a theologian, nothing would 
have pleased him so much as to own and 
till a farm. . 

The chief work of Dr. Gulliver's life was 
determined by his choice of the Christian 
ministry. For about thirty years he was 
preacher and pastor, and for over twenty 
years @ teacher’ and preacher. ~ To this 
work he brought the training of the 
schools, the oulture of travel,the enthu- 
siasm of @ peculiarly fervid and ardent 
temperament, and a natural fondness for 
public speech. Nothing touching the’ 
theory or conduct of life, no speculation 


in philosophy, no practical problem in’ 


rightousness but interested his eager 
mind. . In theology, it is said of him by a 
competent authority that no. disciple—of 
N. W. Taylor had so thoroughly nientered 
the system of that t aivk 
the “New. Eng! Theology” which he 
accepted, expounded, and defended, and 
injourrent theological discussions his opin’ 
ions were guided and-restrained b The 
historic teachings of Andover and: New 
Haven. In the constant struggle between 
his own conservative and progressive ten- 
dencies he sought to mediate between 
men, institutions, and schools of thought, 
in the interests of liberty, progress, and 
peace. For several years he had been 
prepasted for publication the results of 
is teaching and study in a comparatively 
new field of Christian Apologetics, but at 
resent it is quite uncertain in what state 
is manuscript has been left. 

Dr. Gulliver married in 1844 Miss 
Frances Woodbury Curtis, who died in 
Andover, March 9 1892. The surviving 
children are William (: Gulliver, a law- 
yer in New York City, Francis.

The following from the St. Paul Pio- 
neer Press applies with equal force to 
every state in the Union: 

It seems incomprehensible, now that 


we look about-us-and_ realize the-condi-. 


tion of our common highways every- 
where, that a country as progressive as 
this should have endured patiently all 
these years the money loss and the social 
isolation due to impassable country 
roads, A great deal of the drift of pop- 
ulation from. country to city, of the de- 
cline of farm values and:thé increasing 
unpopularity of farming as ‘an oécupa- 
tion noted in many parts of the country 
with apprehension, is due solely to the 
difficulty of getting from place to place, 
to the exclusion of the producer from 
his market and the practical prohibition 
of neighborly intercourse. In the early 
days of settlement loneliness was the 
expected and tolerable condition of. life 
on the frontier. As the.social side of 
life develops people refuse to endure it, 
and flee to the companionship of the 
cities at whatever cost. 

There are no decent roads in the Unit- 
ed States, except in the few districts 
where the recent agitation for road im- 
provement had made some headway. On 
the contrary, it may probably be said 
with safety that the common highways 
of this country are the worst in the 
world. For weeks and: months past, for 
example, every farmhouse in the Missis- 
sippi valley has been virtually a prison. 
In some places in lowa towns have been

PURE CIDER VINEGAR, 


‘Ways of Converting Apple Cider Into First 
Hikes Class Vinegar. ' t 

By pure cider vinegar is meant just 

what the words imply, cider conygrted 


‘into, vinegar without the addition — of 


water. New York state requires} that 
vinegar shall test 4} per cent of tic 
acid, the acid which gives it its sharp- 
ness, Other vinegars, such as what are 
known as corn vinegar, distillery ‘vine- 
yar, white wine vinegar, pickling vine- 
gar, etc., may have the requisite amount 
of acetic acid to satisfy the law, but pure 
cider vinegar contains also thalic acid, 
the natural acid of the apple, which gives 
it a quality possessed by no other vine- 
To make a good quality of vinegar the 
first requisite is a fist class quality of 
cider, One good method suggested by 
‘The Rural New Yotker—is—as-follows: 
To begin with, the casks should be thor- 
oughly cleaned and sealded. Afterward 
_ boiling vinegar is poured into them, and 
they are rolled around occasionally for a 
few days to give the vinegar an oppor- 
tunity to strike into the wood. Then 
the barrels or casks are filled about one- 
third full of strong, pure cider vinegar. 
To this a couple of gallons of cider are 
added, and this is repeated at intervals 
of, say, a week or 10 days until the cask 
is two-thirds full, when the whole is left 
for a couple of weeks, at whith time the

summer it is better kept in the sun, bui 
the casks should have the bung holes, 
which are not stopped, kept coveréd 
with cloth. to keep out insects, In win- 
ter the cider should be kept at a temper- 
ature of about 80 degrees Fahrenheit to 
be converted into vinegar, naseciascese 
;,Another method of making-vinegarcis:: 
tohave a series of casks so arranged that 
the cider will tri¢kle slowly from one to 
the other, thus exposing it to the air. 
The addition of a little vinegar as a 
starter would hasten the process. 'The_ 
important points are a sufficient degree

Proves a Failure as Far as the 
Workmen Are Concerned, 


Cases of Extreme Poverty Are Numerous, 
Twelve of the Leading Factories Will 
Be Run as Absolutely Free Shops, 


DansurY, Conn., Jan. 25,—The state- 
ment made by 12 out of 18 manufacturers 
‘hat under no “¢onditions would they 
eperate factories other than independent 
ef trade unions produced a pronounced 
sensation among labor leaders and locked- 
out hatters. The 12 factories are the 
Jargest in the manufacturers’ association, 


and employ over 3000 people, 


It stops all further-efforts on the part of 
leaders to win» them. over... The. leaders 
have been sanguine of winning six of the 
12 shops heretofore. Every leatler said 
that it means a-toss—of—the struggle and 
eventual victory for. the inanufacturers, 
who are certain of desertion from the 
workmen’s ranks, and, if obliged to, will 
import help. “The statement..gives hope 
to the faint-hearted’ members of unions 
who are sure of protection if they go to 
work. 

Friction between President Ellen Foote 
of the Trimmers’ union and the labor 
leaders has disgusted many hatters and 
endangered the Trimmers’ union, and 
this gives manufacturers’ an additional 
advantage. This ninth week of the lock- 
out shows thany cases of extreme poverty 
among the hatters. A soup kitchen was 
opened Monday for the relief of distressed 
working people, and it is crowded daily. 

Six other hat firms in the lockout an- 
nounce that they will open their factories 
under. trade rules whenever they can 
secure consent from their association and 
when unions grant certain liberties 
recently asked: for. They will not open 
their factories till others do. TRese fac- 
tories are the smallest in the association, 
employing 600 persons, 

~ “PAINE ARRESTED... 


Brother Odd Fellows Intend to Make an 
Example of Him, 


PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 24.—Charles Paine, 
the-defaulting financial secretary ofthe 
Odd Fellows, . was arrested here late last 
night ona formal complaint of Eastern 
encampment.
